provement.

shortcoming which is being laid to 
the business depression is the slump 
in marriage license applications at the 
Burks County Courthouse. 
Cupid’s 
business 
picked 
up 
in 
September 
though, says Marriage License Clerk 
Keyser. 
Only 258 couples have been grant­ 
ed licenses during 
the 
first 
nine 
months of the year, whereas in the 
same period in 1920, 449 licenses were 
issued. 
There were ninety-eight applicants 
who were granted licenses in Septem­ 
ber just passed, and of these Bristol 
furnished ten applicants, six men and 
four women. 
Doylestown 
furnished 
six 
applicants and 
Morrisville had 
seven, while Perkasle had five. 
Lmg - 
horne and Yardley had one applicant 
Newtown came along with four. There 
were no applicants from Quakertown 
in September which Is said to be the 
first time in many months. 
Chief Clerk J ames T. Keyser blames 
the business depression and also after 
effects of the war. 
Improvement is on the way how­ 
ever, for during September forty-nine 
couples received licenses, the highest 
number granted any month this year. 
Last year in September fifty-seven li­ 
censes were issued. 
One interesting feature is that for- 
ty-six of the forty-nine women had 
occupations. 
Seven bridegrooms and 
three brides were foreign born. There 
were five farmers among the appli­ 
cants, two women school teachers and 
one soldier. 
Seven bridegrooms and six brides 
had 'been married once before, and 
eight of the brides were older than 
their husbands. 
The average age of 
the male applicants was twenty-nine 
vears and that of the women, twenty- 
five years. 
There were two 16-year- 
old brides and two 19-year-old bride 
grooms. 
The oldest bride wits 64 
vears of age, and has been married 
once before. 
The oldest bridegroom 
made his second trip at the age of 62 
years. 


The greatest diparit yin ages was 
marked by a couple neither of whom 
had 
been married 
before. 
In 
this 
fore, the husband was fifteen years 
younger than the man she raptured 
her hubby being 54 years old. 
In two 
cases, the couples both married be­ 
fore .the husband was fifteen years 
older than the wife. 
In another case 
where the couples were botir married 
before, the husband 
was 
fourteen 
years older. 
Two brides who had just passed 
"sweet sixteen” started out with hub 
hies 22 and 21 years of age. 
The 
voungest two bridgegrooms, aged 19 
years, won the affections 
of 
two 
brides each 27 years old. 


In one case the bridegroom was 62 
vearn old and his wife 64 years old 
and both were married once before.

Althoug h the school hoard has done its utmost to acquaint 


the public with the facts concerning the crowded condition which 


exists in the schools, we find there are some who do not yet under­ 


stand, and who are inclined to criticize, when really the gravity 


of the situation calls for the spontaneous co-operation ot the whole 
community 


Tw ice the school hoard has appealed to the public for help 


in providing school a ccommoda tions, for the ever increasing army 


o f children, and each time our Fire Department, with characteristic 


loyalty and promptness has voluntarily come to the board’s a ssist­ 


ance. Four commodious rooms have been opened in two of the lire- 


houses, and as a result, the board has been aide to place eight de­ 


partments on full time. 


The relief has been only partial, however. 
Four departments 


in the J efferson avenue building, two in the Wa shing ton street 


building and two in the Bath street building are still on the short 


time plan. 
This plan provides for the use of the same room by two 


departments. 
The first department begins its morning session 


at 8 .30 o ’clock and dimisses*at 10.30, when the second department 


takes possession of the same room and continues to use it until 


12.30. 
The first department returns at 12.30 ami surrenders the 


room to the second department at 2.30. 
By this arrangement, each 


o f the departments is in session only four hours a day, instead of 


five as is the usual custom. 


The auditorium in the J efferson avenue building was converted 


into two class rooms a few years ago, and two primary departments 


housed therein. 
This building, which was erected twelve years ago, 


as an eight room building, is now a ccommoda ting twelve depart­ 


ments. 
T o relieve the congestion which prevails within the schools 


and to provide accommoda tions for the four departments now lo­ 


cated in the two fire houses, a ten room school house would be 


required. 


At the outset, the congestion naturally occurred in the primary 


grades, but it lias gradually crept upwards, until the higher grades 


are now a ffected. 
It was necessary this year to move the eighth 


grade from the J efferson avenue 'building down to the high school 


building and open an extra seventh grade room in the former build­ 


ing. 
With three seventh grades departments in the schools this 


yea r and only two eighth grades to receive their promotions, it is 


easy to conjecture what will happen next year. 


The recent legislature very wisely did a wa y with the stere­ 


otyped curriculum in the high school, which act enabled the local 


board of directors to adjust the courses in the high school, to meet 


the wants of the community; with the result that this yea r’s en­ 


rollment is the highest in the history of the school. 
The freshman 


class numbers seventy-two pupils. 
Should most of these return 


next year, (a nd there is no apparent reason why they will not) and 


the two eighth grades send their full quota into the hi^li school, a 


problem will be presented which absolutely cannot be solved with­ 


out additional or enlarged a ccommodations, 
(ira de departments 


can be housed a nywhere, but a high school must be kept intact. 


Some of our citizens have based an argument that the necessity 


for a high school building does not exist on the fact that so few 


graduate from the high school. 


It should U* remembered that the insistence of the State upon 


a narrow stereotyped curriculum in the hi^h school was largely re- 


sjjonsible for the lack of interest ma nifested. 
F.ven though so few 


graduated, however, the full capacity of the high school was re­ 


quired to a ccommoda te the pupils. 
Had a larger percentage of the 


pupils graduated, the need of a new liigh school building would 


have been urgent many years ag o.

DOYLESTOWN, Oct. 4—Those 
in­ 
terested in the trial of Dr. W. B. Mar­ 
tindell, well known Bristol chiroprac­ 
tor, which was quashed on a techni­ 
cality at the September term of crim­ 
inal court in Doylestown before J udge 
William C. Ryan, will be Interested 
to know the opinion handed down by 
Judge Ryan on Monday morning. 
Dr. Martindell was arrested some 
months ago charged on three counts 
with practicing medicine and surgery 
without a license. At the last term 
of criminal court of Bucks county the 
bill was quashed because the Indict­ 
ment did not negative the exceptions 
mentioned in the act. That in to say 
In prescribing a license for practicing 
medicine, the bill expects certain men 
who had already obtained a permit 
when the bill was passed. The Indict­ 
ment failed to state that the defen­ 
dant did not come within this excep­ 
tion. It was purely a technical reason 
and the case will be tried at the De­ 
cember term of criminal court. 
J udge Ryan has just handed down 
bln opinion, the interesting part of 
which is as follows: 
'Ten reasons are set forth in sup­ 
port or the m icon i> quash the bill 
of indictment. Th*j court upon the 
trial allowed the motion and quashed 
the bill. It now file« thlg opinion, con­ 
sidering the several grounds rened 
upon, that its reasons for ho disposing 
of the motion may be known and tok­ 
en Into account In the preparation of 
any other bills charging these offens­ 
es that may hereafter be submitted to 
future grand juries. The rirst reason 
avers that “ there is a misjoinder in 
the three counts of the bill. They are 
Identical in language and charge the 
commission of the same offense and 
each is therefore had for duplicity. 
"The fourth and fifth reasons raise 
the question of the constitutionality 
of the Act of 1911 and its amendment 
of 1913 
under 
he 
Constitution 
of 
Pennsylvania and under that of the 
United States. The Sujpremji! Court 
of Pennsylvania considered the ques­ 
t io n of the constitutionality of the 
(act under th« * constitution of the Com- 
inionwealth and held it to be constitu­ 
tional In Commonwealth v. Seibert, 
262 Pa., 345.
